U.S. Urges Russians 
Be Invited To Parley 
As Third Voting Party

gate Arthur Dean offered the Com­ 
munists a compromise today on 
the Korean peace conference. 
Tho American suggested that 
% Russia sit in on the conference 
as a “neighbor of Korea” taking 
part as a third party with full 
voting privileges. 
The offer came after Dean had 
turned a cold shoulder to a broad 
Red proposal, some of it old, some 
of it new. 
Dean’s suggestion was a revis­ 
ion of earlier U. N. demands that 
a conference include only the two 
^belligerent sides with Russia on the 
Communist side if she attends. An 
Allied spokesman said: 
“We expect the law of gravity 
will operate to take care of that 
situation and we would not be sur­ 
prised if Russia would show up as 
the chief spokesman for the Com­ 
munists.”

BOTH SIDES agreed to take a 
day off to study the proposals. They 
^ v ill meet again Wednesday. 
Dean said after today’s meeting 
that the Communist proposal is 
simply an old plan “ dressed up 
with altering tinsel.”

WASHINGTON (JWThe late Har­ 
old L. Ickes, who seemed never to 
hold his tongue for any man while 
he lived, has come up with some 
tart opinions of the New Deal and 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. 
The “old curmudgeon” found 
the New Deal, of which he was 
a moving spirit, spendthrift with 
the taxpayers’ money. 
Ickes regretted, in fact, that he 
hadn’t walked out of Roosevelt’s 
Cabinet in 1935. 
He felt there was a “ very real 
chance” he could have been nomi­ 
nated by the Republicans to run 
against Roosevelt. And he thought 
that, if nominated, 
he 
probably 
would have won. 
These opinions, sharply challeng­ 
ed by onetime Democratic Nation­ 
al Chairman 
Jam es 
A. 
Farley, 
among others, came to light 
in 
“ The Secret Diary of Harold L. 
Ickes,” of which a first, 705-page 
installment is being published.

Public Housing 
Chief Lauds Plan 
NEW ORLEANS UPL-Charles E. 
Slusser, commissioner of the Pub­ 
lic Housing Administration said to­ 
day in a 30,000-mile tour through 
the United States he found “ peo-; 
pie understand less about public 
housing than they do any other 
major problem of government.” 
. 
But he also found, he said, a 
properly administered housing pro­ 
gram “ means health and wealth 
to your community and at very 
low cost.” Slusser estimated pub­ 
lic housing subsidies this year will 
reach $40 million dollars. He fig­ 
ured this costs the average tax­ 
payer about six cent a year. 


“ Of course I know* in my heart I 
would not hav" been nominated be­ 
cause I would not have made the 
terms necessary to secure the sup­ 
port that I would have needed. But 
if I had been nominated, in all 
probability I could have won in No­ 
vember with the situation standing 
as it does today.” 
That was the year Roosevelt car­ 
ried every state except Maine and 
Vermont. 
Ickes later reported he had 
some support for the Democratic 
presidential nomination in 1940. 
In New York commenting on the 
diary, Farley said the idea Ickes 
could have been nominated by 
either party at any time was the 
silliest thing he ever heard. 
Ickes reveals that, for all his 
misgivings about 
Roosevelt, 
the 
President’s wife and chief aides, 
and in spite of his own secret pres­ 
idential hopes, he stayed on as a 
New Deal stalw art because he fear­ 
ed the Republicans w'ould deliver 
the country to big business if they 
got the chance. 
Ickes died early last year and 
the six-million-word diary he kept 
under lock and key is only now be­ 
ing released piecemeal by his wid­ 
ow—censored, at that, to spare the 
feelings of the lviing from some of 
Ickes’ comments. 
This day-by-day record pictures 
the first fou~ years of the New 
Deal as dominated to a large ex­ 
tent by struggles for power among 
such officials as the late 
Harry 
L. Hopkins and the then secretary 
of the Treasury, Henry 
Morgen- 
thau Jr., and, swinging lustily in 
the midst of all this, Ickes himself.

PART-TIME WORKERS 
HIGH TAXES, OBJECTIONABLE as 
they are, certainly give the boys with the 
sharp pencils opportunity to engage in their 
favorite pastime—figuring. Some o f the re­ 
sults are quite amazing. 
For instance, what part of the year does 
the individual work for the government? 
How long must a taxpayer work to fearn 
what he pays in taxes before he has any- , 
thing for himself? 
A nationally known organization has fig­ 
ured this out, and has made the answer 
public. 
At the current rate of government ex­ 
penditures, the report shows, the average 
individual’s “ tax free” day of 1954 will be 
May 17. In all of January, February, 
March, and April and 16 days in May the 
populace will be working to support gov­ 
ernm ent — federal, state and local. For 
more than one-third of the entire year the 
taxpayer will be bending his back under 
the yoke of taxation. 
Poltcans continue to talk about lower 
taxes, but it continues to be nothing but 
talk. They promised lower taxes 20 years 
ago, when total federal taxes were l e s s 
than three per cent of the current figure. 
State and local taxes continue to increase 
year by year. 
In the early days of this Republic a com­ 
motion that is still rem em bered was raised 
over a tax on tea. Now there are a myriad 
of taxes on the water a citizen drinks. He 
has indeed become, for himself, only a 
part-time worker. 


HOUSE OF LORDS REVOLTS 
REVOLT IN THE HOUSE of Lords 
against the policy of the British govern­ 
ment is a rare occurrence, but one is 
threatening now over the proposal to com­ 
mercialize television broadcasts in the 
United Kingdom. The House of Lords is an 
organization reputedly on its last legs, but 
it is showing real spirit in this serious cri­ 
sis. 
Strange as it may seem to American 
viewers, the lords’ objection is not to the 
peril of commercials, singing or otherwise, 
but is based on fear that advertisers will 
control program standards and adulterate 
these to appeal to low public tastes. 
Lord Halifax, author of the resolution by 
which the peers would refuse to approve 
this innovation in the nationalized televi­ 
sion industry, has spent considerable time 
in the United States and must be familiar 
with the commercials that accompany pro­ 
gram s here. For this reason, one m ay sus­ 
pect the real purpose of his resolution. 
Apparently the peers have no objection 
to a nationalized television and radio set­ 
up as long as program content adheres to 
British tradition. But a peer’s home is his 
castle, and he is entitled to defend it. The 
lords may be making their last stand, but 
it is for tradition. 


The theory of the Perm anent Granary 
was invented by Joseph in Egypt whose ob­ 
ject it was to be certain that a period of 
starvation should not follow a period of 
plenty. Henry Wallace, following in Jo­ 
seph’s footsteps, set up a similar system 
for the United States. This idea somehow 
became the basis for a $3 billion purchas­ 
ing enterprise on the part of our govern­ 
ment. 
On November 16, the Government of the 
United States, 
through the Commodity 
Credit Corporation, owned 235,403 bales of 
upland cotton and 516.6 million pounds of 
cotton linters valued at $79.4 million. This 
does not include 31,156 bales of American- 
Egyptian cotton. 
On the same date, the Government own­ 
ed 237 million pounds of butter valued at 
$157.5 million; 260 million pounds of cheese 
valued at $103.5 million; and 422.4 million 
pounds of dried mik valued at $69.6 mil­ 
lion. The price of butter has been main­ 
tained until it is being priced out of the 
market and is being overtaken by other 
commodities. 
I could go on with detailed figures, but 
they are all of a pattern. For instance, the 
Government owned, on that date, $745 mil­ 
lion worth of corn and $1 billion of wheat. 
The total inventory for all commodities 
amounted to $2.6 billion—a very tidy sum. 
This ownership does not include any fig­ 
ures showing wThat the Government has in­ 
vested in loans on agricultural commodi­ 
ties, which amount to approximately an­ 
other billion dollars. 
What is the Government going to do with 
all this property? If put on the m arket, it is 
bound to bring prices down. If given away 
to inadequately supplied countries, it could 
disturb their commodity prices, their na­ 
tional economy, and it might upset t h e 
economy of other exporting countries. As 
a m atter of fact, other countries are wor­ 
ried lest these commodities come on the 
world m arket, suddenly upsetting all cal­ 
culations. Great Britain has already taken 
steps to keep American wheat out of the 
British market. 
When suggestions are put forward to do 
anything about this q u e s t i o n , certain 
groups of organized farm ers kick up a po­ 
litical row and agricultural Senators and 
Representatives get terribly excited 
in 
public, no m atter what they think or what 
they say privately. 
In fact, some of those who protest most 
vehemently against Secretary of Agricul­ 
ture Benson’s proposals to do something 
constructive about all this have written me 
that I have misunderstood them altogether. I 
Why do they not say in public precisely : 
what they do mean to do about this hoard? 
It is clear that the United States cannot 
go on buying, storing and spoiling agricul­ 
tural commodities or for that m atter in­ 
dustrial commodities. We cannot follow 
the unbelievable wartime procedure of 
dumping goods into the ocean rather than 
to ship them back to the United States. As 
a m atter of fact, some businessmen, par­ 
ticularly those engaged in large industries 
which also manufacture abroad, are pro­ 
posing that the American tariff should be 
reduced and that those American business 
firms which might suffer be given a dole.

Dangers to the Child at Home

tive precaution Is a necessity 
around eager little minds. 
Possible Sources 
Recently, we were appalled to 
h ear of a group of children being 
killed In discarded refrigerators 
which 
were 
accidentally 
sh u t 
while playing. This has set m any 
parents to looking around for 
possible sources of danger to 
their precious ones. If old re ­ 
frigerators m ust be saved, such 
precautions 
as 
removing 
the 
doors will keep them from be­ 
coming death traps. 
Tablecloths should not h ang 
over the side of the table so th a t 
little children can pull a t th em 
and 
perhaps 
pull ho t liquids 
down upon themselves. Hot liq­ 
uids should be placed in th e 
middle of th e table, out of a 
child’s reach. 
Pot handles should not stick 
out over the edge of the stove. 
Cigarette lighters and m atches 
should be kept out of children’s 
reach. 


A child will put almost any ­ 
thing in his mouth. Therefore 
I poisons and medicines should be 
kept out of reach, as well as pins, 
buttons, and needles. 
Electric fans and heaters are 
also instrum ents of possible d a n ­ 
ger to the child. 
Every year, m any children are 
very seriously injured by falls 
down 
stairs. 
These 
accidents 
could be prevented by placing a 
simple gate at the head of the 
stairway. 
Windows 
should 
be 
barred, and screens should be 
well fastened, for they hold a 
great fascination for children 
with a bent for climbing and an 
interest in the outside world. 
Attention to these simple m a t­ 
ters may do m uch to avoid m any 
accidental deaths and injuries. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
Miss B.: Can a brain tum or 
cause blurred or fuzzy vision? 
Answer: There are m any dis­ 
eases th a t can cause the symp­ 
toms you describe. They can be 
due to a nervous disease or eye 
disease, as well as a brain tumor. 
It would be advisable for you 
to have a thorough physical ex­ 
am ination by your physician as 
soon as possible, to determine the 
exact cause if you have such 
symptoms.

In other words, put American 
business out of business and give it 
subsidies 
out of the 
taxpayers’ 
money. Those who now propose a j 
dole for business used to protest 
violently against such subsidies as 
went to agriculture or even unem­ 
ployment insurance. 
Where will subsidies stop? 
Are 
we to put a floor under all prices, 
industrial as well as agricultural? 
Are we to set up controls over the 
total production of this country so 
that prices can be controlled and 
the movement of goods controlled? 
That the government 
can 
decide 
how much of a subsidy the taxpay- 
er is to pay out? Is the e n t i r e 
American population to be put on 
some kind of subsidy, devised 
in 
such a manner as to hide the fact 
I that it is a subsidy? 
Such a question should not 
be 
used for partisan purposes. It re­ 
quires a social as well as an eco 
nomic appraisal. It is a fundamen­ 
tal problem in the development or 
retrogression of the American so­ 
ciety. Our economy cannot stand a 
much greater strain. 
Surely sooner or later the tax­ 
payers, whatever their vocation, 
will resist the cost of these subsi­ 
dies. They will demand that the en­ 
tire system of subsidies and doles 
be discontinued as burdensome be­ 
yond the ability of the people to 
j carry the cost of buying what is 
j unneeded, of holding an inventory 
that cannot be used. 
High prices and high taxes will 
be the principal issue in the 1954 
campaign—that and Communism.
